State’s Prison, Carson City, Nevada, 
May 22.—Stanko Jukich, murderer of 
a 16-year-old girl, wrto 
refused to 
marry him, was executed Friday by 
lethal gas, the second time this form 
of capital punishment has been used 
since legalized in 1921. 
He entered 
the cell at 10.55 a. rn. and the gas was 
turned on a minute later. 
He was 
unconscious in half a minute and pro­ 
nounced dead two and a half minutes 
after the gas was turned on. 
Jukich went to his death without a 
tremor. 
Walked To Death Smiling 
Two guards held. either arm slight­ 
ly. 
But their assistance 
was 
not 
needed. 
The blonde giant, marked 
only by prison pallor, strode along, 
eyes un and a smile on his lips. 
As he neared the group of specta­ 
tors he) called out: 
“Good-bye, boys. 
I haven’t lost 
my nerve.” 
The guards hurried him into the 
vault, and strapped him to a wooden 
chair in the center of the room, di­ 
rectly facing one of the three win­ 
dows. 
The door was made fast and 
a charge of hydrocyanic acid sprayed 
in from the rear part of the enclosure. 
Jukich looked up and saw a woman 
newspaper 
correspondent 
peering 
through the window. 
He smiled and 
said “Good-fcye, girlie.” 
They were 
his last words. 
Startled By Entry of Gas 
A hissing noise at his back an­ 
nounced entry of the gas and a sta rt­ 
led look appeared in his eyes. 
As 
the first fumes floated around his head 
he took a deep breath and ten seconds 
later sank into a conia. 
Just a few seconds later he was to­ 
tally unconscious. 
Two and one-half 
minutes later physicians said that life 
was extinct. 
Hydrocyanic acid, the death vehicle 
used to blot out the life of Jukich, is 
one of the deadliest poisons known to 
science. 
It is a colorless, volatile 
liquid, which under the stimulus of 
heat turns into an inflammable gas 
with an odor of peach leaves. 
Death Termed Most Painless 
Persons inhaling "the 
fumes are 
stricken 
almost 
instantly. 
Many 
scientists and members of the medical 
profession have expressed opinion that 
death in this manner is the quickest 
and most painless known. 
Only officials connected 
with the 
case, newspaper men and a limited 
number of invited witnesses attended 
the execution.
